and the dairy department gets the 


- usual number of letters about this 


time every year. 


It is natural for the fall freshen- 


ing cow to go dry at this time, ac- 
cording to assistant Dairy Commls. 
sioner W. R. Page, but it is wrong 


__and unprofitable for the cow that 
j-has been milking but a few months. 


That which goes up must come 


_ down, is axiomatic, but according to 


Mr. Page, it does not follow that 
which goes down must come up, es- 
pecially if it is applied to the milk 
flow of the dairy cow, be she a 
world's champion or just an ordi 
nary mooley cow. "Once the milk 
flow is reduced," declared Mr. Page, 
"the most expert care and feeding 
twill not bring it back to the original 
flow. 


"Flies and hotweather are-a part 


of the cause of reduced milK flow,"

PLOWING BARN 


LOTS AIDS HOGS 


(By the Associated Press) 
Washington, Aug. 25.—Hog raisers 


may accomplish two desiralbe re- 
sults by plowing up the barn lots 
at least once a year, says the Unit- 
ed States Department of Agricul- 
ture. In the first place, hogs need 
pood succulent pasture as mnch 
the time as Is possible, and in the 
second place they need protection 
against internal parasites such as 
roundworms, the eggs of which re 
mani in the soil. 


Turning over the soil in the lots 


helps to Bet; rid of the. pests and the 
crop forage makes it a profitable op- 
eration. 
In addition to providing 


cheap protein, feed, pasture crops aid 
as a laxative and require the hogs 
to take a certain amount of exercise, 
which is necessary to breeding ani- 
mals and growing pigs. 


Rye is probably the best crop to 


use for fall, winter and spring pas; 
ture for hogs, the department's cir- 
cular states. Throughout the corn 
belt it may b« sown from August 20 
to about October1 I, depending upon 
the latitude. 
In warmer climates 


the crop may be put in at various 
times up to as late as December. By 
putting in successive plantings from 
two to four weeks apart it is pos- 
sible to have fresh pastures all the 
time.

How to Cook 
Vegetables 


By Bertha E. Shapleigh

From earliest history vegetables 


have been an important part of man's 
diet. 


In a little book published in the 


middle of the seventeenth century, 
called "Adam's 
Luxury and Eve's 


Cookery," the 
list 
of vegetables 


grown and the recipes for cooking 
them are more varied than those of 
the average housewife of today. 


The*-Bible 
speaks 
of 
melons, 


leeks and cucumbers jn the time of 
Moses. 


In the- diet of many, vegetables 


take the place of meat, and when 
so used there should be one vege- 
table which contains protein, that 
which 
builds 
up, 
and 
repairs 


waste—pea^, beans 
and 
lenti-ls are 


among such. 


Vegetables contain valuable min- 


eral salts which are often lost in the 
cooking. If a large amount of water 
is used and then thrown away much 
of the value of the vegetable is lost. 


• How to Cook Them 


Strongly 
flavored vegetables, as 


cabbage, onions and turnips, are best 
cooked in water for 10 minutes. This 
water is drained off,'taking with it 
the 
unpleasant 
flavor—end 
then 


fresh 
water is added to finish the 


cooking. Asparagus 
is 
best when 


steamed. 


Cook other vegetables in as little 


water as will prevent burning and 
keep 'the kettle covered. 
The water 


remaining when the vegetable is ten- 
der may Be used f&r making ssuce to 
serve with it or as a foundation for 
a cream soup the next -day. 


Carrots cooked in ^his way taste 


quite differently, as one gets all of 
the real carrot flavor. 


Starchy vegetables should be put 


on to cook In boiling rwater, salted. 
Greens, as spirach, chard or dando- 
I'ions, should be washed thoroughly 
and 
may be cooked in the water 


which clings to them. 
Such v?ge- 


tables as peas, beans, asparagus and 
corn should nt be salted until nearly 
tender; salt has a tendency to harden 
them. 


Never allow vegetables to stand in 


the water in which they were cooked. 
Drain off the water and keep'hot by 
placing over steam. 


Keeping Vegetables Green 


All green vegetables are more at- 


tractive if the rolor can be kept in 
cooking. It is just a question of sot- 
ting the color, and 
bicarbonate of 


soda, the 
common 
baking soils, in 


very small quantities, will do this. 


Do not 
use 
more 
than one-six- 


teenth of a teapKoon, or as much as 


can be taken on the point of a veg- 
etable knife, to onu peck of spinach 
or'hulf a pack of peaa or beans. 
If 


the vegetable stands for a short time 
in very cold water arid then is added 
to rapidly boiling water the color is 
kept very well. 


Two vegetables that ore pretty to- 


gether and taste well can be served 
in the same dish or grouped on a 
platter. Often one can combine sev- 
eral in this way much as New Eng- 
land 
housewivesv did 
when they 


served a "boiled dinner.," Peas and 
carrots, spinach and beets, cabbage 
and btets, or cabbage, beets and tur- 
nips are good combinations. 


Vary Dishes 


Vary the manner of cooking and 


serving. Sometimes take time to cut 
carrots 
and 
turnips 
into 
fancy 


shapes, mold the spinach, in a bowl 
or pan, keep hot «ver water, then 
serve, surrounded with hard-cooked 
eggs cut in quarters and o cream 
sauce. 


Cut carrots in slices and serve sur- 


rounded with peas and when fresh 
mint is available chop it and sprinkle 
over the carrots and peas.
